Thus, if a man 
should do 94-5 seconds in the 100- yard 
dash he would be given 1000 as his per 
centage in that event, but if he did ofily 
10 seconds, his mark would be 42 points 
less, 958. The man with the highest 
total of points scored in all the events 
is given the title of all-round champion. 

The present national title-holder is 
Martin J. Sheridan of New York. who 
made a world’s record of 7385 in 1908.

At the head of the board of freehold- 
ers preparing the new St. Louis charter 
is Frederick Lehman, lawyer and student 


of city government. His opinions may 
be said to be authoritative. 

“We. haven’t put the new charter into 
form yet,” he said. “Our meetings are 
open and there we hear proposals any 
citizen may offer. Ambassador Bryce 
said the conspicuous failure in the United 
States was in the government of the 
large cities. I have never heard of any 
one finding fault with that criticism. 

“There is under way a steady rear- 
rangement of the relation of the city 
toward the citizen and of the citizen to- 
ward the city. This movement, now 
spread over the country, was started by 
the Folk disclosures in St. Louis. 

“In St. Louis they have two houses of 
the city council—the members of one 
chosen from wards, of the other at large. 
Today in city government the tendency 
is toward concentration of responsibility, 
which means one house. This house

of his professional career. Having started the little brown 
people on the road to self-government, he found the presi- 
dency waiting for him; and when he has done with his work 
at the White House he may be able to don the silk robe of

President Hadley of Yale, whose breadth of view will 
hardly be questioned, says in his book entitled “lreedom 
and Responsibility,” “I think that most intelligent men Who 
know the history of the country will say that our courts 
have been the real bulwark of American liberty; and that 
while Hamilton and his associates would be somewhat dis- 


appointed in the working of the machinery of legislation 
and administration if they could see it in its present shape, 
they would be filed with admiration at the work which has 
been accomplished by the Judiciary.” 

The average man would rather be head of the executive 
department of our government than the judicial. The Pres- 
ident has the most prominent part in national affairs; su- 
preme court attra&s but little attention. The President rep- 
resents government; his function is not only to execute the 
laws enacted by the Congress, but to originate or adopt the 
aolicies, foreign and domestic, of the nation and of his 
party, and to execute them. The supreme court represents 
restraint; it applies the restraint of law instead of force 
to the excessive demands of persons, corporations, the de- 
partments of government and even states. The presidency 
is well filled by “men of action,” to use Colonel Roosevelt’ 
phrase; while the supreme court is composed of men who 
. are competent to measure the actions of men by the rule 
of law. 

The supreme court of the United States ranks with the 
foremost tribunals of the world and none has earned a 
higher place in the estimation of men, Therefore it would 
not be unbecoming a former President to round his career 
by a turn of service as a member of this court.

Mr. Lehmann declared that the “trust’’ has become 
obsolete. Nobody is now so ignorant of changed conditions or so 
defiant of law.as to think of forming one. It is easy to do much 
better. Out of the ashes of the “trust” has sprung the holding com- 
pany, which is the “trust” in an improved and perfected form. The 
holding company,” he said, “does and is designed to do exactly what 
was done by the ‘trust,’ and does it more efficiently.”” “Having slain 
the senile and debilitated ‘trust,’ ” he added, ‘they made invulnerable, 
through legitimacy, its. useful and sturdy successor, the holding 
company.” 

Not only through the holding company but through other means 
is monopoly still possible, according to Mr. Lehmann, nor is the hold- 
ing company the full and final development of industrial combina- 
tion—there : is the single corporation with unlimited power of capital- 
ization and direct Ownership of the business and properties with 
which it deals. Here is eliminated even the disturbing element of 
nunority interests in constituent companies. ‘Yet,’ he says, “states 
which prohibit ‘trusts,’ and assume to prohibit monopolies, set no 
bounds to the capitalization of their corporations, or fix the limit so 
high that under it many industries may be completely engrossed.” 

This is one side of the story. The other side is equally inter- 
esting. Can the great industrial corporations be brought under gov- 
ernment supervision and control, so that the public may have adequate 
protection’ In Mr. Lehmann's opinion they are as much agencies of 
interstate conunerce as the transportation companies. They can, he 
thinks, be reached under the taxing power, and, what is more to the 
point, he does not believe that they can rightfully claim any exemption 
under the constitution on the ground that they are private institutions. 
A business conducted by corporate methods, he holds, 1s not a private 
business. ‘Corporate powers are not natural rights, and the general 
welfare is the only justification for the grant of them. The right of 
public supervision inheres in them and it 1s as broad as the interests 
that may be affected.” 

Much has been done in this country to educate people up to an 
understanding of the rights of property and to a proper appreciation 
of its claims on public respect. This has been well. We seem, 
however, to be on the eve now of an educational canipaign that will 
enlighten us more clearly than we have ever been enlightened before 
with regard to the obligations of property to the public. The public 
also has rights, and it is pleasing to learn from lawyers of Mr. Leh- 
man's eminence that these rights are not surrendered when priv ileges 
are granted to corporations, but that they inhere in those privileges, 
and are sufficient when enforced to correct every evil and to right 
every wrong of which the public may have reason to complain. 
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AN INTERESTING announcement comes from 
Colorado Springs, Col., to the effect that the 
Archeological Society of that state is starting 
a movement to restore the ruins of the 
abodes of ancient cliff dwellers, those in par- 
ticular on Mesa Verde near Mancos, Col. 
The splendid exhibition given at the World's 
Fair in Chicago, consisting of a reproduction 
in mimature of the ruins of the homes 
built in and about the clitfs of Colorado by 
this prelustoric race, will be remembered with interest by all who 
witnessed the exhibition. 

The proposal to make this restoration is likely to win some 
commendation, inasmuch as this reminder of the earlier inhabitants 
of our country, brought out as clearly as possible, will have an 
educational value. The ruins are already contained in a government 
reservation and it 1s hardly hkely that much difheulty will be encoun- 
tered in raising sufficient funds to place them in satisfactory condition 
and to protect them from the vandalism of unscrupulous tourists or 
relic hunters. Such rules as now exist for the protection of these 
ruins do not seem adequate for the purpose, and much of value has 
been carried off and damaged by over-enthusiastic visitors. 

It is interesting to note that the change in Colorado atmosphere 
due to the general use of irrigation and the consequent introduction 
of a much greater degree of moisture has had a deteriorating effect 
upon these relics and some steps will have to be taken to preserve 
them from the action of the elements if they are to be practically 
visible to those who visit them in the years to come.

setts. There was no disputing the fact, however, that much farm 
land was lying idle, or that some spur was needed in order that farms 
in certain parts of the state might be more thoroughly cultivated. 
The secretary of the state board of agriculture, Mr. Ellsworth, 
in soliciting information from the various boards of assessors 
throughout the commouwealth, with relation to the status of agri- 
culture in their respective towns, touches upon the points raised 
on Beacon hill last winter: “It 1s not our belief,” he says, “that 
Massachusetts contains abandoned farms in the strict sense of the 
term, but there are, on the other hand, many farms which, by reason 
of the infirmity of their owners, or their being engrossed in other 
business, are not worked anywhere nearly up to the limit of their 
capabilities. It is such farms that we wish to reach, and which 
we wish you to advise us in regard to.” Information is asked, also, 


| 
| 
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with respect to abandoned farms, if such there be, that the owners 
may share in the advantage of the proposed publication. 

Farming lands in many instances have been permitted to lhe 
idle in Massachusetts not because of the failure of the soil to respond 
to the labor of the husbandman, but rather because it was felt by 
the owners that they could not compete with the great plantations 
of the West. The fallacy of this assumption has of late been proved 
conclusively. Many farms in the state that were pronounced 
unprofitable a few years ago, under a more intelligent and economic 
system of tillage than that which they had felt in recent years have 
produced paying crops. Indeed, nothing could be more erroneous 
than the presumption that Massachusetts has wholly ceased to be 
an agricultural state. In 1908 the farms of the commonwealth 
produced 36,000 bushels of corn valued at $2,000, 3,040,000 
bushels of potatoes valued at $2,584,000, 702,000 tons of hay valued 
at $11,934,000, 231.000 bushels of oats valued at $43,000, 66,000 
bushels of rve valued at $63,000, 7,444,000 pounds of tobacco valued 
t $1,153,000. Market gardening and fruit and vegetable canning 
are industries which, already extensive, are having a rapid growth 
in the state. 

There are rare opportunities for the small farmer and the market- 
gardener in Massachusetts. The soil is fertile over vast tracts of 
land, which are now only partly worked, and there is the great 
advantage of contiguity to markets. 

The facts that the board of agriculture will collect should 
contribute greatly toward bringing about a better understanding of 
the agricultural resources of the state. They should also prove 
that to the man ot small capital who has the desire and the training 
necessary to success in farming Massachusetts offers attractive 
Opportunities.

It chantes that some time ago the 
first direct steamship line between the United 
States and the eastern Mediterranean was 
opened by a Greek company and that one of 
|| its ships, the Embiricos, a 5000-ton steamer, 
| sss | |} recently arrived at Alexandria with a 

| cargo of American coal and corn, taken at 
Philadelphia and New York. The importance of this venture is 
clear: of the 2000 and more steamships that entered and cleared 
Alexandria during 1908 none was from a United States port or 
bound for one, the lack of a direct line resulting in a serious obstacle 
to American trade expansion. 

The introduction of American coal directs attention to the fact 
that the very high price of coal in the interior of Egypt is the main 
obstacle to the establishment of factories. If it were possible to 
discover coal in the Nile valley, or at least to deliver coal at low 
prices in the interior, Egypt would be entirely revolutionized in a 
short time. Hydraulic power is out of the question since the Nile 
is so far from supplying it that it has to havé its waters raised for 
irrigation. It seems certain, therefore, that for a considerable time 
to come Egypt will be one of the finest markets for foreign manu- 
factures of all kinds. 

When it is considered that Alexandria is touched by at least 
five British lines, several German lines from the North sea as well 
as the Mediterranean, and regular French, Italian and Austrian 
services, a direct line between Egypt and the United States/is seen 
to be indispensable for the success of American importers. While 
it is regrettable that such a line under present conditions cannot be 
expected to be established under the American flag, the efforts of the 
National Steam Navigation Company of Greece to make Alexandria 
a port of call en route from the Piraeus to New York’ must be 
warmly commended. The company, which has five steamers, is now 
endeavoring to secure the cotton exports from Egypt to this country 
amounting to $10,000,000 annually. The prospects of success both 
for inward and outward cargoes are fair, and as soon as the impor- 
tance of the new American enterprise in the Ottoman empire is more 
generally realized, direct communication with the entire Levant, 
including Egypt, must follow as a matter of course.

take a stand against the United States treas- 
ury departnent in the matter of the reduc- 
tion or ‘the removal of the initials of the 
designer, Victor D. Brenner, from the new, 
or Lincoln, one-cent piece. It will be even 
less surprising if the sculptors and painters 
of the country shall fail to press the point 
made by Dr. Horatio Storer of Newport, RK. 
I., namely that both for coins and medals an artist’s initials or 
signature are just as requisite as a painter's name on canvas. 

If Mr. Brenner had attempted to introduce an innovation in this 
matter, or if he had violated an established custom, there would have 
been greater excuse for suspending the tissue of the one-cent pieces 
bearing his initials; but it appears there are numerous precedents for 
his action. Even if there were not, there is no good reason why his 
initials should not stand, especially since they do not in any way 
dishigure the coin! Dr. William T. Marvin, editor of the American 
Journal of Numismatics, says in this connection that the criticism 
to which Mr. Brepner has been subjected, because of the initials, 
is undeserved. ‘The letters,” he says, “are ‘very small, in fact, 
scarcely noticeable by the ordinary observ er, aml like the legends, 
will probably vanish after a brief circulation.’ 

The point raised by Dr. Storer is one in which artists generally 
should be interested. The right of a designer to affix his initials 
or his signature to his work, if he insist upon it, cannot well be 
denied, unless it may be held that credit for any original work done 
for the government can be properly withheld. 

That this credit is not withheld, as a rule, should serve to make 
the plea for the retention of the Brenner initials all the more forceful. 
One can very well sympathize with him, and with his friends, 
without conceding that any change in the design of the one-cent 
piece was called for, or that the Lincoln cent is an improvement over 
the Indian cent.

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IT HAS BEEN intimated. that Republican 
party managers have made it known to the 
President that they would prefer to have 
him touch on the Payne-Aldrich taritt law 
as lightly as possible during his progress 
through Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska next 
month. It is well known that he ts largely 
In sympathy with the views of the progres- 
sive or radical element of his party in the 
middle West, but it is equally well under- 
is not in sympathy with the methods that its repre- 
sentatives in Congress pursued during the eXtra Session, and that he 
will not be in sympathy with the methods they threaten to pursue 
hereafter. Nevertheless, neither allegiance to the party organization 
respect for party discipline, nor disapproval of the course pursued by 
the insurgent middle western senators will prevent him trom talking 
plainly of the tariff law and its defects. 

It may be taken for granted that on President Taft's part, at 
least, there will be no avoidance of the issue that the Pavne-Aldri 
measure has raised, or rather, renewed and emphasized. Tlus tssue 
is not primarily one that has to do with high or low tariff, revision 
downward or revision upward, or a tariff adjustable to all the selfish 
interests of all parts of the country. It is an issue that goes down 
deeper, that has to do with fundamentals, for it involves a complete 
change in tariff-making methods. 

Viewed even from a partizan standpoint, President Taft will 
Le safe in dealing with the tariff question from the broad platform 
of reform in tariff framing. Aside from those who are obligated 
hopelessly to sectional or special interests, all Republicans and Demo- 
crats of prominence and influence are in these days willing to admut 
that rational and honest tariff making is impossible under our present 
system. The President will run little risk of injuring his party, 
either by encouraging the insurgents or by furnishing the Democracy 
with capital, if during his coming tour he shall give free expression to 
his well-known views with regard to a tariff commnssion. 

Changes in the tariff may, of course, be obtained from Congress 
to Congress in the future as in the past, the patching remedy may 
be applied indefinitely to the correction of transparent faults in the 
law; another revision may result in the elimination of some of the 
most Obnoxious of the existing schedules; but the very process that 
will be employed to remove some objectionable features of the law 
will open the wavy for the introduction of others. 

No permanent reform of the tariff will be possible until the 
method of framing our tariff laws shall be reformed. When this is 
brought about the tariff question will pass as naturally and as 
gracefully out of the domain of partizan politics as have questions 
relating to our internal revenue.

Pan-American railroad that will connect the River:Plate estuary swith — 
the mouth of the Amazon, and as such its impprtance is even Greater... 
than it is as an agent of colonization. 

In the interior this line connects with other railroads’ as well as 
with fluvial navigation at various points, and its charter provides that 
it shall open to cultivation, under government supervision, vast traéts 
of the area it will traverse. For this purpose the company is required 
to bring from abroad at least 1000 families taken from agricultural 
districts, which number is to be increased in proportion as additional 
construction is warranted along the line. The southern section of 
the railroad must be completed within two years, the northern within 
four; and the opening of the whole territory through immigration 
must be accomplished within five years from the date of the con- 
cession. 

Part of this project is a plan of extensive harbor works at the 
southern terminal of the line—the port of Colonia, which is con- 
nected with Buenos Aires and la Plata by ferries across the River 
Plate estuary. Wharves, warehouses, roads and a power plant are 
included in the projected works, as well as steamers, tugs and other 
craft for harbor service, for a total outlay of $1,250,000. 

When completed, the railroad will establish connection between 
the principal cities of Chile, the Argentine Republic and Uruguay, 
with the great centers of southern Brazil, and in due time those of the 
center and the north as well. The example of reconciliation given by 
Chile and Argentina, thanks largely to the construction of the trans- 
andine railroad trom Valparaiso to Buenos Aires, clearly points to 
rapid communication as a determinative factor in international peace. 
The enlightenment, therefore, and the better acquaintance that will 
result from the projected Uruguayan railroad may be expected to 
encourage cooperation and strengthen good will along the entire 
Atlantic seaboard of South America.
